DORCHESTER’S main 
town centre through road 
could become one-way - 
pushing extra traffic on to 
other roads.

Street, going down the hill, 
west to east - the reverse of 
what had previously been 
proposed. This would 
allow for wider pavements 
and better crossing points 
and would discourage 


long-distance traffic from 
trying to come through the 
town. 

Traffic wanting to travel 
east to west would be 
pushed into turning left at 
the bottom of London 
Road and making its way 
through the town via Kings 
Road. 

Mayor Andy Canning

Paths". 

The former Woodroffe School pupil, now 27, 
works as a bar manager at the Harbour Inn in 
Lyme Regis and is also a volunteer with the Na¬ 
tional Trust in East Devon. 


• HOW did you come up with the idea of Forgotten 
Paths? 

My main inspiration was Paul Smith's 2009"Twitchhiker" 
adventure, in which the writer hitchhiked from Newcastle 
to New Zealand, via Europe and the USA, on only the 
goodwill gestures of Twitter users. I found it incredible 
that our much-maligned social media nevertheless holds 
the power to genuinely bring together people on the 
global stage to assist in charitable endeavours. 

I hope to emulate that on a much smaller scale with For¬ 
gotten Paths, by using Facebook, Twitter and Couchsurf¬ 
ing to find places to stay as I hike, encouraging 
word-of-mouth about both my adventure, and my cho¬ 
sen charity. 

• WHY choose the Alzheimer's Society as your char¬ 
ity? 

My late paternal grandmother was a dementia sufferer, 
which means I have first-hand experience of the effects 
of dementia on both the sufferer, and those around them. 

There are 800,000 people with dementia in the UK, with 
numbers set to rise to one million by 2021 .While it is pos¬ 
sible to develop dementia early in life, the chances of 
doing so increase dramatically with age. One in 50 people 
between the ages of 65 and 70 have a form of dementia, 
compared to one in five people over the age of 80. 

• WHAT are you most looking forward to about the 
challenge? 

Large stretches of the South West Coast hold special 
memories for me, so I'm looking forward to revisiting 
favourite spots with a fresh perspective.The collaborative 
nature of Forgotten Paths means that I'm hoping to meet 
lots of new, not to mention altruistic, people. If I reach 
Poole unscathed, I hope the hike will have been an em¬ 
powering experience. A tan would be nice too. 

• WHAT are you most worried about? 

Angry farmers, fifty days of torrential rain, and pumas! 

• HAVE you been doing any training for the chal¬ 



lenge? 

I've been walking regularly since taking part in the Three 
Peaks challenge last year, with Chideock to Lyme along 
the South West Coast Path being a favourite route. I re¬ 
cently completed the second half of the East Devon Way, 
an inland route that starts in Exmouth and ends on the 
county border in Uplyme. On top of regular hikes, I've 
been swimming three hours a week and I try to get out 
sea-kayaking whenever the surf, weather and/or fishing 
are favourable!.

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As council tax rises residents are 
urged to join a march against cuts 


# AN increasing number of Dorset residents will be paying more than £2,000 a 
year for their council tax from April. 

Despite a recommendation that Dorset County Council freezes its share of the 
tax for the third year in a row - other precepts which make up the tax, are rising. 

Dorset police is planning a 1.95 per cent increase while other precepting au¬ 
thorities are also looking at an increase. Dorchester residents will be amongst 
those asked to pay an above inflation rise for the town council precept. Town 
councillors have voted for a 3.5 per cent rise in their share of the council tax 
charge. 

A final decision on the council tax and the rest of Dorset County Council's 
budget for the year ahead will be taken at a full council meeting next week, on 
Thursday, February 14th. 

Trade unionists are planning a protest march in Dorchester this Saturday 
against what they describe as the "Valentine's Day Massacre" of services being 
planned by county councillors. 

• AN above inflation increase in Dorchester Town Council's share of the council 
tax has been given the backing of town councillors. 

If approved when the full council meets the average Band D home will be pay 
an extra 3.5 per cent - with bills for the town council share rising to £169.81 a 
year, compared to the existing £158.51. 

This amount will give the authority a precept figure of £1,110,439, to which the 
Council Tax Support Grant of £111,752 is added, giving a total of £1,222,191 for 
2013/14. 

Figures produced by the town council show that the biggest cost is payment 
for employees, predicted at £612,309 for 2013/14 with'supplies and services' 
amounting to £377,231. The council also expects to pay out almost £92,000 for 
loans. 

Money being put aside for the year ahead includes £10,000 for Municipal Build¬ 
ing repairs and renewals; £3,000 for a new boiler for the building; £12,000 for 
play equipment; £300 for a new town crier uniform and over £15,000 into a future 
fund for cemetery repairs.

LOCAL people are being 
asked to show their support 
for public services in 
Dorset on Saturday by join¬ 
ing a protest march in 
Dorchester.

March organiser and Sec¬ 
retary of the Trades Coun¬ 
cil, Tim Nicholls said: 
“This level of cuts is not 
sustainable anywhere and 
least of all in a county such 
as Dorset. We have an eld¬ 
erly population who rely on 
public services to help 
them live”. 

Carl Wainwright, Chair of 
the Trades Council said 


“Cuts of £5.8 million to 
services for the elderly and 
£1.9 million to children’s 
services are simply not ac¬ 
ceptable. The elderly and 
young did not create this 
economic crisis and should 
not be asked to pay for it. 
‘Casino banks’ have hardly 
been touched by legislators 
in this country whilst the 
young, elderly and vulner¬ 
able are being left to sink or 
swim; and many are sink¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Nicholls points to the 
expansion of food banks 
across Dorset to know there 
is a poverty problem in this 
county. 

“Food banks are the 
growth industry in Britain 
today and we now have 
them serving the communi¬ 
ties in Dorchester, Bridport 
and Weymouth. Whilst we 
support and thank the 
churches who have pro¬ 
vided this lifeline, we must 


look at the root causes and 
challenge them.” 

The march will begin at 
10am from the Great Field 
in Poundbury, passing the 
hospital, and will end in a 
rally at the bottom of South 
Street in view of the new 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil offices.

Recycling centre

DORCHESTER household recycling centre at Louds 
Mill will close for three days during February for es¬ 
sential cleaning and maintenance.

Director of the Dorset Waste Partnership Steve Bur- 
dis said: "The deep clean is part of a planned main¬ 
tenance programme for all our HRCs built into our 
contract with operators W&S Recycling. As a result, 
there is no extra cost for the deep clean treatments. 

"We have chosen a relatively quiet time of year and 
the least busy part of the week to carry out this work, 
minimising disruption for local people as much as 
possible. For practical and safety reasons we need to 
close the site to visitors during this period."

now being put forward would bring benefits, even if 
the full pedestrian friendly scheme was not realised. 

He said the new proposals would do away with a con¬ 
troversial gyratory system close to Maumbury Rings 
which would have led to large-scale engineering works 
and the felling of trees close to one of the town’s most 
important ancient monuments. 

But Mr Norman warned that the earliest anything 
major is likely to happen, apart from relatively minor 
preparatory road orders and design work, is 2015. 

Work had originally started on the scheme in 2003 - 
spurred by air quality monitoring reports which showed 
that High West and High East Streets failed to meet the 
required standards for pollution. Around £650,000 has 
since been sent on design works and setting up a series 
of meetings and consultations. 

Mr Norman said the phased approach was now the 
only way forward, given the lack of finance: “If we had 
not come up with a phased approach I think the scheme 
would have died. 

A town council resolution asks the county council to 
start consulting the public on the new scheme this 
spring.

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DORSET’S police budget is expected to go up by just 
under 2per cent - the maximum allowed without a refer¬ 
endum. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Underhill says 
the rise, expected to be approved today, February 7th, will 
cost households an extra seven pence a week. 

Mr Underhill in his Policing Precept report to today’s 
Police and Crime Panel, says the rise will help fund meas¬ 
ures that include the recruitment of another 12 police of¬ 
ficers. 

The 1.95% precept increase for 2013/14 will amount to 
£183.51 for a Band D property - a rise of £3.51 on the 
current year. 


The proposed budget allows for the recruitment of the 
police officers, increasing the number of Special Consta¬ 
bles through a campaign which has just started and con¬ 
tinues until March 4th and improving support to victims. 

The Commissioner says that Police Officer recruitment 
in Dorset has been suspended since June 2010. If the 
committee agree his proposals it will mean taking on the 
12 officers from June this year. 

But because of the freeze on recruitment the force will 
still see a reduction of 38 officers, - compared to the orig¬ 
inally anticipated reduction of 50. 

“With the extension of the Government’s austerity cuts 
to 2018 Dorset Police could be faced with not having any 
Police Officers with less than eight 
years service... There is a danger that 
we will begin to be unrepresentative of 
the community that we are policing 
and lose vital skills and leadership po¬ 
tential that new officers can bring,” 
said Martyn Underhill. 

“The possibility of raising the pre¬ 
cept has not been made lightly. This 
1.95 per cent option is the best balance 
between sustaining the Force and 
seeking to limit the impact on council 
tax payers” 

“I want to ensure security in the 
home and safety in public places. We 
need to invest in our force to do this. 
On my visits to towns and villages 
across Dorset, I have been told repeat¬ 
edly that people want a more visible 
force. My priority is to keep people in 
Dorset safe and feeling safe. I am ask¬ 
ing people for an extra penny a day to 
sustain frontline policing, to help cut 
crime”

“I have always wanted a Harley ever since I passed my 
test in 1978 and will be getting one as almost as soon as 
I get back” said David, who is more used to driving more 
sedately with First Bus. 

“The company has been fantastic. Not only are they al¬ 
lowing me the time off work but they’ve promised a 
£1,000 donation for the charity appeal - so that puts me 
well on the way to the £3,500 target I am hoping to 
achieve for the Air Ambulance.” 

David will be funding the estimated £4,500 once in a 
lifetime trip from his own savings - using a hired motor¬ 
cycle and joining in an organised group with its own back 
up support. The cost also includes his flights, fuel and ac¬ 
commodation on the way. 

“It’s a lot of money, but it’s something I have always 
wanted to do. I’ll be joined by riders from the States and 
other countries, but I have been told I am the only rider 
from the UK.”

Street light watch 


FEARS about an increase in 
crime following a switch off of 
street lights will be monitored by 
the Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Martyn Underhill. 

The lights have already been 
off between midnight and 
5.30am in many parts of Dorch¬ 
ester for several months. 

Inspector Les Fry, when he was 
based in Dorchester, said that, if 
anything, the switch off had co¬ 
incided with a reduction in some 
crimes. 

But the newly appointed police 
commissioner has promised to 
look at the evidence: “I can un¬ 
derstand that the street lighting 
issue is a concern to some resi¬ 
dents and I have spoken twice to 
Dorset County Council's chief 
executive Debbie Ward about the 
issue. It is important to realise 


that this isn’t technically a polic¬ 
ing issue, but one that is the remit 
of the county council, In my role 
as PCC, this becomes my remit if 
it transpires that road safety or 
personal safety is compromised”. 

“Whilst I have received some 
letters from the public I have not 
received sufficient correspon¬ 
dence for me to intervene with 
the council”.

Up for auction - garden 
planter that turned out 
to be a rare antiquity 

A ROMAN sarcophagus being sold next week by a 
Dorchester auctioneer could fetch up to £50,000. 

It was being used as a garden ornament - until the 
owners discovered last year that a similar coffin had 
been sold by Duke's auctioneers for £100,000 after 
being discovered in a Dorset garden. 

Duke's expert Guy Schwinge, believes the object 
dates back to either the first or second century and 
had been brought to England from Rome in 1902. 

"It is not often this sort of thing turns up and we 
are delighted that the publicity generated by our ini¬ 
tial discovery has brought to light this exceptional 
example. 

"I think buyers will be particularly excited because 
it is almost identical to another Roman sarcophagus 
in the Galleria Lapidaria in the Vatican," said Mr 
Schwinge. 

The sarcophagus will be sold on February 14th and 
is expected to sell for between £30,000 and £50,000.

IN 270 A.D., marriage had been out¬ 
lawed by the emperor of Rome, Claudius 
II. Claudius issued this decree because he 
thought that married men made bad 
soldiers since they were reluctant to be 
torn away from their families in the case 
of war. Claudius had also outlawed Chris¬ 
tianity in this time period because he 
wished to be praised as the one supreme 
god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine 
was the bishop of Interamna during this 
period of oppression. Valentine thought 
that the decrees of Rome were wrong. 
He believed that people should be free 
to love God and to marry. Valentine in¬ 
vited the young couples of the area to 
come to him. When they came, Valentine 
secretly performed services of matri¬ 
mony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and 
was brought before the emperor. The 
emperor saw that Valentine had convic¬ 
tion and drive that was unsurpassed 
among his men. Claudius tried and tried 
to persuade Valentine to leave Christian¬ 
ity, serve the Roman empire and the 
Roman gods. In exchange, Claudius 
would pardon him and make him one of 
his allies. St. Valentine held to his faith 
and did not renounce Christ. Because of 
this, the emperor sentenced him to a 
three-part execution. First, Valentine 
would be beaten, then stoned, and then 


finally, decapitated. Valentine died on 
February 14th, 270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sen¬ 
tence to be carried out, Valentine fell in 
love with the jailer's daughter, the blind 
Asterius. During the course ofValentine's 
prison stay, a miracle occurred and Aster¬ 
ius regained her sight. Valentine sent her 
a final farewell note. He signed his last 
note, "From Your Valentine." Even today, 
this message remains as the motto for 
our Valentine's Day celebrations.

Just before he was put to death at the hands of King Claudius II 
for marrying the kings soldiers without the king's permission he penned a note to his love and signed it: From your 
Valentine. 

3. It is believed that a mount Holyoke college student by the name of Ester Howland created the first lace valentine 
in the United States from lace, ribbon and colorful pictures. She has become known as the Mother of the Valen¬ 
tine. 

4. Teachers receive more valentine cards than anyone else, even children. 

5. More than 650 million valentine cards are exchanged by children from ages 6-10 each year. Most of these cards 
are bought in the last 6 days leading up to Valentine's day. 

6 . Each year the city of Verona Italy receives more than 1000 valentine's addressed to Shakespeare's Juliet. It really 
is amazing how much affection a dead fictional character can attract. 

7. It was once believed that if a woman saw a flying robin on Valentine's day she would end up getting married to a sailor. 
If a sparrow was the bird she saw she would end up marrying a man that was poor and live a happy life, if she saw a 
goldfinch then she was to marry a man that was a millionaire. One can only wonder who she would marry if she saw a 
crow. 

8. In 1929 at the height of prohibition Al Capone ordered the killing of members of a rival gang run by Bugs Moran 
in Chicago on Valentines Day. Authorities were unable to find any real evidence to tie Capone to the crime and he 
was never arrested or tried for the murder of these seven men. Instead he served his time for tax evasion. 

9. More than 9 million pet owners buy gifts for their pets for Valentine's day. Now that is what can be called real 
puppy love. 

10. It is estimated that 15% of the women in the United States who receive flowers for Valentine's day send them 
to themselves. There are no figures that tell how many of these women are married, single or in a relationship.

STIFF Little Fingers take things 'Up A Gear'. The band 
will be touring the UK in March and are currently 
recording their as yet untitled 10th studio album set for 
release in 2013. As a very special closing show, SLF have 
announced that the last night of the tour will be cele¬ 
brated with a special date at the Electric Palace on Mon¬ 
day, April 1 st (Bank Holiday Monday) as the reschedule 
to their cancelled November date. 

To make the bank holiday date even more special, the 
Electric Palace has confirmed support from Edward 
Tudor Pole (Stiff Records). Tudor-Pole formed the band 
Tenpole Tudor in 1977, and came to prominence after 
appearing in the film The Great Rock ’n’ Roll Swindle as 
a possible replacement for Johnny Rotten in the Sex Pis¬ 
tols. He sang "Who Killed Bambi?", "The Great Rock ’n’ 
Roll Swindle" and a cover version of "Rock Around The 
Clock" in the film and on the soundtrack. 

Stiff Little Fingers were formed in 1977 in Belfast, Ire¬ 
land. Along with the likes of the Clash, Sex Pistols, The 
Jam, Buzzcocks, Undertones, Sham 69, Stranglers, et al 
- Stiff Little Fingers were at the forefront of the punk 
movement. They wrote initially about their own lives, 
growing up at the height of The Troubles in Northern 
Ireland, in songs like "Suspect Device" and "Wasted 
Life". In November of 77, they released those two songs 


on their own Rigid Digits label, and sent a copy to BBC 
Radio One DJ John Peel, who started playing it every 
night. 

These were the first of what became SLF’s signature 
style: lyrics that meld the personal and political, music 
that combines the energy of punk with infectious 
hooks, and delivery that rings of honesty and commit¬ 
ment. In 1979 they became the first band ever to hit the 
UK top 20 album charts on an independent label with 
their debut Inflammable Material.The album chronicles 
the band's anger and frustration at "the Troubles" in 
Northern Ireland, and calls on youth to create their own 
reality. 

Though focused on their new material, they always 
play the old favourites at gigs. Jake said, "You have to 
strike a balance. The difficulty with a band like ourselves 
is to try not make it sound like a cabaret band. Obvi¬ 
ously, it'd be very easy to go, 'Hey, here's another old 
one you may remember.' A lot of the old songs the au¬ 
dience greet like old friends. And yes, there are nights 
that we don't particularly want to play "Alternative Ul¬ 
ster" or "Suspect Device" because we've heard them 'til 
they're coming out our ears. But there's always the pos¬ 
sibility that somebody out there has never seen the 
band before, never heard them." 

Using the band's rich musical foundation 
as a building block, the time has come to 
bring the newest chapter of the band's 
music to the world. The new songs, 
penned over the last decade, show a defi¬ 
nite musical growth in the band. Plans are 
to record and release the new material in 
early 2013.
